A FRIGHTFUL FALL. 
4 Woman Drops Over Sixty Feet from 
a Hotel Wiodow. 

On Saturday afternoon at about five 
o'clock, says the San Francisco Cail, 
Lizzie Hammond, a chambermaid in 
the Brooklyn Hotel, on Bush street, 
being wanted at the office, ons’ ot* the 
proprietors went in search of her, and 
not finding her on the first floor, to 
which she was assigned, continued 
his errand until he reached the room 


of George Phillips, on the fourth or 
upper floor, where he had reason to 
believe he would find the object of 
his search. Knocking at the door he 
received no answer, whereupon he 
announced that if the door was not 
opened he would break itin. At this 
Phillips unlocked the door, while 
Lizzie s 2 from the window and at- 
tempt slide down some telegraph 
wires, four of which descended from 
the roof of the Mercantile Library 
building, the ‘easterly wall of which 
was about six feet distant from the 
window, 7 ned at the back of 
the hotel. rightened chamber- 
maid clung to 2 2 wires for a distance 
of about six feet, when she loosed her 
hold and fell te the ground below, a 
distance of 60 feet, and when picked 
up was insensible. It is thought that 
she struck against the walls on either 
side of the paxsuge, thus in a measure 
breaking the fall, which would other- 
wise probably have been fatal. As it 
was she sustained a dislocation 
of the right shoulder and several 
bruises, and it is teared severe internal 
injuries. An inquiry at the botel yes- 
terday, revealed that the unfortunate 
woman was resting quietly, but the 
exact extent of her injuries could not 
be ascertained, no critical examination 
of them having been made by her at- 
tending physician. The woman is 
about 23 years of age, and has been 
engaged in chamberwork at the hotei 
on different occasions for several years 
past. The mun Phillips from whose 
window she jumped, is a hotel runner, 
and has been lying sick at the house 
for three weeks past. Immediately 
after the accident he was ejected from 
the hotel. The reason assigned for 
the woman’s leap is, that she objected 
to being found loc'ced in the room of 
a man on the upper floor, her duties 
being confined to the lower floor, and 
she conceived the belief that she could 
slide down the telegraph wires and 
thus gain the lower floor where she 
belonged without being caught in her 
questionable podtion.
